One-Player Game 

Use the Port 1 Controller.

1. Control Stick. Move the ConLrol Stick up or down to 
move From one -counter to another.

Press • 
again and the fountain reappears at the 
point at which you paused. There isa brief 
delay for you to size up the situation before 
play begins again.
